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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest the claimed black pigment powder and method of making 
con5)rising iron titanite (Fe2Ti04) wherein the total amoimt of Fe (II) and Fe (III) is from 150 to 
300 atomic % based on titanium, the ratio of the amount of Fe (II) to the total amoimt of Fe (H) 
and Fe (III) is 0.50 or more and the L value of a coating containing the black pigment powder is 
9.0 of less according to the Hoover-type MuUer method. 

3. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to appUcant's 
disclosure. PAJ 2002-129063 teaches a black pigment powder con5)rising titanium dioxide base 
particle covered with iron titanite.
